The question of the Russian 
refugees in Shanghai grows more 
and" more serious, Afuch has 
been done already for them and 
the best thanks of the community 
are due to those ladies and gentle 
men who have taken upan their 
shoulders, entirely voluntarily, 
the task of providing for these 
unfortunates and of eventually 
sending them to permanent 
homes.
